-Ml of which br?i:.Es up the question 
of why do .stiidcnt-i mako thomsielvcs 
Inoligiblc? Tiicro arc a good many 
answers to this ai.clciu and much used 
query, rorh.ips all of ihwn are In. 
adequate standin.v alone, but taken In 
conjuiicDIon, ihoy are a pretty clear 
case . 

The Ciisl fiiiil mo.s: common cause oT 
the falliii;,' by Llio •..•ay.sUlo is loo iiiiich 
dating aiHl loo inuiiy .°uc!nl engage- 
ments. Social affv'rs are all very well 
In their sphere. ^biit they aro likely to 
extend Info oth=r spheres, tt Is 
re.isona.blo to aiiP'.-'OEe that one cannot' 
boll) study .-Mid :--,;tr,d the ov?iiUig at 
a social gallieriiig i.ii Uic nam-d nighl. 
and When every night Is .sooial night, 
Inc'ligibilll.v is Iho natural sequence. 
There arc some exceptions, but they 
are the proof of tho pudding. 

.\ second reaaor;, developed from the 
firKt. is lack of sleep. One must h.ive 
sleep in order to study. Sleep comes 
before ever.vthing else on tho calendar 
in the weo small hours. If one is al- 
ways tired by reason . of doing other 
thlng» he will slçcp' first' and stu'dy 
afterwîird. Oho of Ihe i-csults is in. 
eligibility. 

One reason tha; is often given for 
poor grades is Ihnt of biting off more 
than one can chew. This is no doubt 
true in tho main. However, it must 
not 'be forgotten that eac'.t person's 
capabilities differ. What for one man 
in caay. for another mnn l.-î impossibl», 
Perhaps tho most ruinous of all 
causes of low grades i« the liquor 
idea. Young blood is said to be wild, 
and mayhap it is rather acttve. But it 
should 'be curbed to within moderate 
limits. Even so It is of the- titmost 
danger to one'.T mental progress. 
Study and liquor do not mix. nor will 
they ever do iso. College men arc prone 
to think It oulo to get "soused" and 
'pickled." To ithc sober' aiid ' pro- 
gressive mind it is not only violating 
tJhe law. l)ut il is degrading. 

.< reason for ip.Gllglbillty often men- 
toned is tJie inability of a man's men- 
tality to m,ikc it-is gi'-ade needed. Few 
people will admit thai; they are uf such 
caliber. But it is not always low men- 
tality.' It is often tho Case that a per- 
son's Intellisence is keen, but has been 
dii-eoted into a 'ni.>irit channel. For In- 
stance, one may major In a subject 
and forevor 'be at sea with its Intric- 
acies. In some other course he will 
be unusually isharp. Here the student 
ha.o made the wrong guess as to his 
own albilities. 

^rany more- arc the i-eason» for in- 
oMgtblUt.v, but they are obvious. TCie 
causes ^glven above are the ones in 
need of emphaisls. They are seldom 
un«overed In. nnaJysés of ineligibility 
because one ,nevei gets an.v fiirther 
than the patent reason of failure to 
study. Failure to study is .the im> 
mediate. Dates: -wine, iromen and 
song; late nights; mistakes in «eleoting 
a, cirrlculum; they are the remote. 
.*.nd one must not forget that the 
farthest cauae.s soon become the 
nearest. It -behooves any one effected 
by Ineligibility rulings to atop a too- 
ment and take stock of himself.
